The Federal Highway Administration (FHWA) has completed its review of the San Joaquin Council of
Governments’ (SJCOG) 2004 Federal Transportation Improvement Program (FTIP) Amendment No. 21
submitted by your letter dated October 6, 2005. The amendment includes changes to the state element of
the FTIP by modifying funding sources for the 1-205 Widen project (CTIPS# 112-0000-0040).
